10 Dead As 
Ohio River 
Flood Wanes 


Damage Ex p ected 
To Reach 
$23,000,000 Total 


CINCINNATI, Jan. 
31 — (/P)— 
Th e swollen Oh io Riv er p ush ed its 
waning strength slowly south west­ 
ward today , with 10 death s record­ 
ed and h eading toward an estimat­ 
ed $23,000,000 of p rop erty damage 
against its latest outbreak. 
Col. Pasch al N. Strong, ch ief of 
th e Oh io Riv er div ision, U. S. 
Engineers, 
made 
th e 
tentativ e 
estimate of damage before going 
to Wash ington to join President 
Truman in an aerial trip ov er th e 
flooded areas. Th ey flew along th e 
riv ers course th is afternoon. 
Th e riv ers strength early th is 
afternoon centered between Ports­ 
mouth and Cincinnati, 
ap p rox i­ 
mately 100 miles away . 
At Portsmouth , May sv ille, Kv ., 
New Rich mond, O., and Cincin­ 
nati, th e riv er was abov e flood 
stage and rising. It was abov e 
flood stage between Marietta. O . 
and Greenup , Kv ., but was falling. 
Cities below Portsmouth and as 
far as Cincinnati rep orted con­ 
ditions were more of a h igh wa- 
ter ty p e th an a flood. Th e bottom 
land in th at area was cov ered and 
many families left th eir h omes 
temp orarily . 
Th e riv er was between six and 
eigh t feet abov e flood lev el wh ere 
it still remained out of its banks 
early th is afternoon. 
Th e crest h ere was ex p ected to 
be reach ed early tomorrow'. 
Such a stage would inundate 
many streets, h omes and business 
h ouses in th e “Bottoms” areas 
both in Cincinnati and in Ken­ 
tucky towns across th e riv er. 
A h undred or more p ersons h ad 
been mov ed from th eir h omes last 
nigh t and ev en th ough no serious 
trouble was anticip ated, disaster 
units of Red Cross and th e fed­ 
eral gov ernment were on h and for 
"« I’lie work. 
nTv o Coast Guard h eliocop ters 
were oeh 'ig brough t in for p ossible 
use. 
Up riv er as far as Portsmouth , 
O., th e rep orts were th e same. Low 
ly ing areas were being flooded but 
no serious damage was rep orted. 
At Portsmouth and New Boston a 
flood wall giv es p rotection up to 
77 feet and th e crest wasn> ex ­ 
p ected to be more th an 57 feet. 
Abov e Portsmouth , th e 
p ost­ 
flood cleanup job already h ad 
been started. Hard h it Marietta, 
O., was due to start getting th e 
mud and debris out of its business', 
district today .

Th e Rev . R. M. Talbert, 71, re­ 
tired minister of th e Ch ristian 
ch urch h ere and well known to 
h undreds of Sikestonians, died at 
4 a. m. today at h is h ome, 223 W. 
Glady s. 


Rev . Talbert was forced to re­ 
tire from th e ch urch h ere last 
y ear because of illness after h e h ad 
serv ed for eigh t y ears. 
He was born Sep t. 23, 1880 in 
Mooresfield, Ky ., th e son o.f th e 
late William F. Talbert and Staria 
Talbert. 
After being graduated from th e 
Transy lv ania College at Lex ing­ 
ton, Ky ., h e entered th e ministry . 
His first ch urch was at Donip h an 
wh ere h e took ov er th e p ulp it just 
ov er 50 y ears ago. He observ ed h is 
50th y ear in th e ministry in a 
sp ecial serv ice th ere last y ear. 
After leav ing Donip h an, h e serv ­ 
ed in 
ch urch es at 
Farmington. 
Slater, Butler, Ch illicoth e and Jef­ 
ferson City . 
Later h e was ap p ointed district 
sup erintendent of th e 
Ch ristian 
ch urch at Cap e 
Girardeau. He 
serv ed in th at p ost for 17 y ears. 
Follow ing th at h e came to Sikes­ 
ton. 
Rev . Talbert was married to th e 
former Miss Edith Harris of Farm- 
incton May 20, 19 02, wh o sur­ 
v iv es, , / 
Be w,.s a member of th e Kiwanis 
Club for sev eral y ears, and is a 
p ast p resident of th e organization. 
Besides h is wife, h e leav es a 
son, Dr. Robert M. Talbert of Fort 
Worth , Tex ., and a daugh ter, Mrs. 
William E. Skinner of Scotts Bluff, 
Nebr.

grandch ildren.

Allies Proposes 
Talks on All 
Truce Points 


Discussion Of 
Troop With drawal 
Is Final Point

MUNSAN, Korea, Jan. 31—i/P) 
—Th e Allies today p rop osed th at 
truce negotiators tackle y et an­ 
oth er p roblem—th e final clause of 
a Korean armistice. 
Th is is recommendations to bel­ 
ligerent 
gov ernments, 
including 
ultimate 
with drawal of 
foreign 
troop s .from 
Korea. Th e 
Com­ 
munists h av e been wanting to talk 
about it since th e truce negotia­ 
tions began. 
If th e Reds accep t, it would mean 
ev ery key armistice p roblem would 
be under discussion simultaneous­ 
ly in a th ree-tent p erformance. 
Negotiators h av e been deadlock­ 
ed for weeks on agenda items 
th ree and four, sup erv ision of a 
truce and ex ch ange of p risoners. 
But v ice 
Adm. C. 
Turner Joy , 
senior Allied delegate, suggested 
simultaneous negotiations on item 
fiv e in an effort to sp eed th e sign­ 
ing of a truce. 
Th e 
recommendations 
section 
was included

conference 
agenda to meet a Communist de­ 
mand 
for 
with drawing 
foreign 
troop s from Korea. Th e U. N. re­ 
fused to consider troop with drawal 
as p art of an armistice, but final­ 
ly agreed to consider such a recom- 
ih endation to gov ernments inv olv ­ 
ed in th e Korean War. Th e ques­ 
tion th en would be settled on a 
h igh er, p olitical lev el. 
Brig. Gen. William P. Nuckols, 
official U. N. sp okesman, said h e 
believ es th e Reds also p lan to 
p resent a recommendation for final 
settlement of th e Korean question 
at a h igh er lev el.

Draft Director Lewis B. Hersh ey 
today p redicted a sh arp increase in 
ih o number of men to be drafted 
between now and June 30. 
Hersh ey , wh o is a Major Gen­ 
eral. made th e statement in testi­ 
fy ing in sup p ort of Univ ersal Mili­ 
tary Training legislation. 
Ho told th e h ouse armed serv ic­ 
es committee p resent estimates are 
th at th e Armed Forces will call 
up on Selectiv e Serv ice for 430,000 
men during th e sev en-month p er­ 
iod ending June 30, 19 52. 
Th is is an av erage of sligh tly 
mure th an 60,000 month ly and con­ 
siderably m>re th an th e February 
and March figures. 
Members did not question Hcr- 
sh e.v about th e p lanned increase in 
inductions, but th e figures th em­ 
selv es indicated th at if th e 430,000 
arc to be inducted, th e draft rate 
will rise sh arp ly starting in Ap ril. 
Th e draP call in January was 
for 60,000 men. In February it 
was 52,500 and in March 28,600. 
Hersh ey cited th e 430,000 figure 
in sup p ort of h is claim th at Selec­ 
tiv e Serv ice could op erate a draft 
and UMT at th e same time. 
Assuming th at 430,000 draft-eli­ 
gible met will be taken into serv ­ 
ice during th e sev en-month p er­ 
iod, h e . aid, th ere will be 9 00,520 
men remaining in th e manp ower 
p ool on June 30.

“If I find th at th ere is a real de­ 
mand for th e ty p e of actio n sug­ 
gested by th e Demo cratic state 
committee, I sh all in all pro bab’lity 
announce my candidacy ,” he said in 
a statement. 
Th e former fifth district co n­ 
gressman wh o was 
purged by 
President Truman in the 
194 6 
election for op p osing administra­ 
tion measures, referred to a recent 
state committee release which said 
“th e p arty th at fails to clean its 
own ho use in August will find that 
th e v oters will do it fo r them co me 
No v ember.” 
Sy mington, retiring to priv ate 
life after six and one-h alf y ears in 
gov ernment serv ice, said o n his 
return h ere th is week that “ I am 
not a p olitician and I am no t 
av ailable for p ublie office.” 
In h is statement Lash ly said he 
doubted th at Sy mington “could 
be induced to undertake a pitched 
battle for th e nomination but a 
real figh t in th e general election 
on p rincip les and national po licies 
would be a different matter.”

Truman To 
Withdraw From

Labels McCarthy 
Character Assassin 
In News Parley 


WASHINGTON, J an. 31—(/P)— 
President Truman said to day he 
will hav e his name withdrawn 
fro m the New Hampshire Presi­ 
dential preference primary , but 
that this wo uldn’t necessarily pre­ 
clude his running again. 
He to ld a news co nference that 
Presidential primaries are a lo t o f 
ey e wash and do n’t mean a thing 
when co nv entio n time ro lls aro und. 
Truman to ld the co nference also 
that he regards Senato r McCarthy 
(R-Wis.) as patho lo gical and a 
character assassin. 
On the New Hampshire po liti­ 
cal questio n, Truman added that 
if he wants to be no minated he 
do esn’t hav e to run in any pri­ 
mary . 
President Laughs 
The President laughed as he said 
this. But earlier he had admo n­ 
ished repo rters that they had ask­ 
ed eno ugh questio ns abo ut his po ­ 
litical intentio ns recently and the 
matter sho uld be dro pped fo r the 
time being. 
He said when he is ready to 
anno unce his plans he will giv e 
newsmen plenty o f no tice. 
The President’s co mment o n Mc­ 
Carthy was in reply to questio ns 
abo ut McCarthy ’s latest charge— 
that FBI repo rts sho wed Philleo 
Nash, a White Ho use aide, had as­ 
so ciated with Co mmunists. 
Truman reto rted sharply that 
that was the same line o f the at­ 
tacks made by the patho lo gical Mr. 
McCarthy o n all go v ernment em­ 
plo y es he do esn’t like. Nash prev ­ 
io usly had denied the charge. 
To a questio n o n whether he 
believ ed McCarthy to ld the truth 
in say ing the Nash matter was 
dealt with in FBI repo rts, the 
President asked whether McCar­ 
thy had ev er to ld the truth. He 
added that the 
senato r do esn't 
need such info rmatio n to be a 
character assassin and 
that he, 
Truman, was no t talking with im­ 
munity fro m slander suits. 
OPS Head 
On o ther items, Truman said he 
has a successo r in mind fo r Mi­ 
chael V. DiSalle as price adminis­ 
trato r, but co uld no t anno unce it 
no w. DiSalle is resigning to run 
fo r the Demo cratic senato rial no m­ 
inatio n in Ohio . 
While the President’s suggestio n 
to repo rters to sto p questio ning 
him abo ut po litics went unheed­ 
ed, he ev idently didn’t mind it to o 
much. 
Asked whether his mail o n the 
subject o f his running again was 
fav o rable o r no t, the President 
smiled and said what he had been 
getting was all fav o rable. 
To ld that J ames D. McPhail, 
Manchester lumber dealer, 
had 
filed his name in the March 11 
New Hampshire primary , Truma^ 
said he had seen this in the news-» 
papers this mo rning and the name 
will he taken o ff. He has ten day s 
in which to do this.

ability 
y ou

without a driving test—provided 
y our old license hasn’t lapsed for 
a period of sixty day s. The ajipli- 
cation form will req uire y ou to 
answer more q uestions than in 
the past but they shouldn’t bother 
a cq mpetent motorist.

works from two directions. To the 
new drivers or old drivers in the 
doubtful class the state say s they 
have to demonstrate their ability 
by driving tests.

Fertilizer w as a b argain in 1939.

F arm ers recognize this 
and are buying ten tim es as m uch 
fertilizer as they did in 19 3 9 . They 
would use still more, if it w ere al­ 
ways available -when they ord ­ 
inarily buy it— w hich is jult b e ­ 
fore p lanting time. T hey buy at this 
tim e m ainly because they believe— 
erroneously— that 
all 
fertilizers 
m ust be w ork ed into the soil im ­ 
m ediately after it is ap p lied to 
p revent loss from w ashing, leach­ 
ing, etc. 


O ur soils m en tell us tha t all 
the 
m ineral 
fertilizers — lime,

W arning Is Issued by Robert McLean, President of the Associated Press, 
Against the Danger of Foreclosure of Information at Its Source— The 
Importance of Newspapers' Work in a Democracy Is Emphasized. 


Following is a cond ensation of 
an ad d ress mad e in Philad elphia 
recently by Robert McLean, presi­ 
d ent of the Associated Press and 
pu blisher of the Philad elphia Ev e­ 
ning Bu lletin. 
Each newspaper, be it d aily or 
weekly , be it large or small, as­ 
su mes the d u ty to inform the c |i- 
zens of its commu nity of the ev ents 
which affect their liv es and to giv e 
them within practical 
l i m i t s a 
knowled ge of d ay -to-d ay ev ents 
on which they can base their ju d g­ 
ments of men and affairs. 
We as a people are d ed icated 
to the principle that giv en the 
facts we are capable of reaching 
right conclu sions. On this basis we 
hav e d ev eloped ou r d emocratic 
forms of self-gov ernment and , in 
fact, on this we hav e staked ou r 
all. 


How v ital, therefore, it is that 
both the pu blic and the newspaper 
u nd erstand the u nu su al rcla*ion- 
ship in which they find themselv es. 
For there ex ists here a v ery u n­ 
u su al opportu nity , prov id ed only 
each shall enjoy the confid ence of 
the other. 
Hence a newspaper’s first fu nc­ 
tion is to earn, if it can, the con­ 
fid ence of its read ers and its com­ 
mu nity . If it is to d o so, it can 
serv e no faction, no grou p, no 
special interest. It mu st learn to 
see the pictu re as a whole. 
Shares Human Failings. 
It may d o this well or it may 
d o it bad ly . We mu st remember 
that a newspaper is, after all, ju st 
a prod u ct prod u ced by hu man be­ 
ings of v ary ing abilities — some 
good , some less capable — nev er­ 
theless, ju st plain, ord inary hu man 
beings with normal failings and 
weaknesses. 
Their ou tlook is, howev er, pro­ 
fessional. They operate by pro­ 
fessional cod e of ethics. The d u ty 
of the newspaperman is to the 
read er; an obligation that tran­ 
scend s all other d emand s ov errid es, 
if need be, his personal sy mpathies 
and in its fu llest- flower makes of 
him a d ed icated person. 
Perhaps this phase of the news­ 
paperman’s cod e has best been im­ 
pressed in a statement by a great 
English ed itor, C. P. Scott of the 
Manchester Gu ard ian, who wrote: 
“Fu nd amentally , jou rnalism (he 
u sed the British word ) implies 
honesty , cleanness, cou rage, fair­ 
ness, and a sense of d u ty to the 
read er and the commu nity . The 
newspaper’s primary office is the 
gathering of news. At the peril of 
its sou l it mu st see that the su pply 
is not tainted . Neither in what it 
giv es, nor in what it d oes not giv e, 
nor in the mod e of presentation, 
mu st the u nclou d ed fact of Tru th 
su ffer wrong. Comment is free, bu t 
facts are sacred . Propagand a, so 
called , by this means is hatefu l. 
The v oice of opponents, no less 
than that of friend s, has a right to 
be heard . Comment is also ju stly 
su bject to a self-imposed restraint. 
It is well to be frank; it is ev en 
better to be fair.” 
No Special Adv antage. 
Some people hav e come to as­ 
su me that in carry ing ou t these 
d u ties the newspaper enjoy s some 
special ad v antage. 
Newspapers and newspapermen, 
of cou rse, enjoy no protection u n­ 
d er ou r Constitu tion not accord ed 
to ev ery citizen. They operate u n- 
j°r the same laws that apply to 
all bu siness, they observ e the same 
regulatio ns o n labor, they pay the 
same tax es, they are su bject to 
the same laws of libel. And it is 
v ital that all this shou ld be so. 
What then is this thing we call 
“freed om of the press”? 
It is one of those simple free­ 
d oms gu aranteed by ou r Constitu ­ 
tion to ev ery citizen in the land : 
“Congress shall make no law . . . 
abrid ging the freed om of speech or 
Of the press.” It is the right of ev ­ 
ery citizen to speak freely what is 
in bis mand and in his conscience. 
And what he may speak he may j 


press” comes almost as an a.icoi- 
fhou ght—“no law . . .abrid ging 
freed om of speech or of the press.” 


As a matter of fact, at the time 
of the ad option of ou r Bill of 
Rights newspapers as we know 
them tod ay d id not ex ist. “The 
press” meant pu blication in print­ 
ed form of any kind . Not infre­ 
q u ently this took the form of pam­ 
phlets and hand bills. It is said 
that in England between 1640 and 
the Restoration more that 30,000 
political pamphlets and (so-called ) 
newspapers 
were 
issu ed , 
2,000 
bou nd v olu mes of which are now 
in the British Mu seu m. 
One o f Many Freedo ms. 
It is also important to bear in 
mind that this is bu t one of the 
liberties to which we hav e fallen 
heir in the long u phill battle of 
man against ty rant. 
Ou r Bill of Rights enu merates 
them all: The right of peaceable 
assembly , the right to petition for 
a red ress of griev ances, the inv oil- 
abilitv of the home, protection 
against seizu re of person or prop­ 
erty withou t ju st cau se, or of being 
held withou t trial. It gu arantees 
the right to worship as each saw 
fit and it gu arantees freed om of 
speech and of the press. 
Bu t none of these freed oms has 
fu ll meaning withou t the others, d itch and in low spots, grow bu t- 
All are inex tricably interwov en j tercu ps, smartweed and arrowhead , 
into the pattern of ou r d aily liv es, j There, where the grou nd is rocky 
If one falls, all fall.

d anger to ou r liberties lies in more 
and more gov ernment u ntil in the 
last analy sis we let gov ernment d o 
all things for u s and we hav e the 
collectiv ist state. 


We are the beneficiaries of free­ 
d oms and liberties and ind iv id u al 
opportu nities su ch as nev er before 
in all history has whole people or 
a whole nation enjoy ed . Let u s 
preserv e ou r gains by wise and 
ju d iciou s action and d ecision d u r­ 
ing the long period ahead d u ring 
which the present stresses and 
strains will continu e.

plants reflect the forces of natu re 
that allow them to d o best in cer­ 
tain locations only . This fact has 
cau sed a whole science to be bu ilt 
u p arou nd it—the stu d y of why 
plants and animals are where they 
are. It is called ecology . 
The basic reason in most cases 
is climate. 
Climate 
shapes the 
liv es of all creatu res and plants, 
as well as the ex istence of minerals 
in u sable form. Another factor, an 
offshoot of climate, is the ty pe of 
soil on which they liv e. Plants and 
animals reflect the soil, and only 
su ch plants and animals can su r­ 
v iv e in a place as that soil can 
nou rish. Any farmer can tell y ou 
that it is u seless to try to grow 
alfalfa on sou r, ru nd own soil, bu t 
j it grows well on sweet, fertile soil. 
1 Sweetness in soil is a pretty good 
I sign of fertility , ju st as acid gen­ 
erally warns u s of slipping food 
stores. 
The story of soil goes back into 
time so remote that we 
cannot 
comprehend its v astness. Bu t the 
story of soil is also the story of 
life; a hand fu l of earth is aliv e, 
not d ead . 
t 
Pick u p a hand fu l and sq u eeze 
it. There, in y ou r palm, is teem­ 
ing life: worms and bacteria in 
cou ntless nu mber. There are min­ 
u te plants and animals, algae and 
protozoans, and there are minerals, 
bou nd by tiny electrical charges 
to fine pieces of rock we call clay . 
The forces that mad e soil are 
wind and water, heat and cold , ice 
and life itself. Wind and water 
wear and carry soil particles great 
d istances. Ice, a,s glaciers, ru bbed 
and scraped at soil and mix ed it. 
Heat and cold ex pand ed and con­ 
tracted rock u ntil it fell to pieces. 
And life, in the form of lichens 
and mosses, sent tiny rootlets into 
the rock face and wore d own its 
su rfaces. 


Soils are classed as “resid u al” 
and “transported .” Resid u al soils 
formed in place from rocks on the 
site. They are the prod u ct of the 
centu ries, as the rock slowly d is­ 
integrated and became soil. Most 
of sou thern Missou ri is of this 
ty pe. The other kind , transported 
soil, was carried by wind or wa­ 
ter or glacier, mix ed and chu rned 
u ntil it .finally lay where it d oes 
tod ay . The process still goes on. 
It is estimated that the wind lay s 
one inch of soil on the continent of 
Eu rope ev ery thou sand y ears. Mis­ 
sou ri and Iowa are still receiv ing 
silt-lad en wind s from the west to 
enrich their soils. Ou r riv ers carry 
away a farm here and bu ild a 
d elta there. 
The “in place” soils tend to be 
less fertile than transported ones. 
There is no hard and fast ru le a- 
bou t this, for if the soil weathers 
from rich rocks, it will be as fer­ 
tile as the other kind . Transported 
soils merely hav e a better chance 
of being mix ed with elements from 
many places. 
Look at y ou r map. Straggling a- 
cross ou r state is the Missou ri 
riv er, rou ghly marking the bou n­ 
d aries of the glacier front that 
swept sou thward ou t of Canad a 
thou sand s of y ears ago. Mix ing and 
grind ing, it brou ght soil from the 
north and , when it retreated for 
thc last time, it left a fertile plain. 
Then other things stepped in. Wind 
and weather had their way and , m 
the cou rse of time, an ex tenu ation 
of the great blu esem-grass prairie 
of Iowa lay ov er mu ch of north 
Missou ri. 
Sou th Missou ri was at one time 
a great u plift in the earth’s cru st. 
Ov er the y ears, higher rainfall than 
ex isted in the 
north cu t great 


gashes in the u plift, forming the 
“hollers” and hills of the Ozarks. 
It prod u ced a thin soil, after mu ch 
had been erod ed by the y ears, less 
rich than in the north, and it pro­ 
d u ced a 
special life: 
the oak- 
hickory forest, and the 
animals 
that were associated with it. 
Man, coming on thc scene, be- 
! gan to ply his tools and hav e his 
i way with the earth. Tod ay the 
I soil is reflected by the ty pe of 
j agricu ltu re and the wealth of men 
I d welling on it. 


Look at the farms and plant life 
nex t time y ou go for a d riv e. Men, 
as well as plants, show what the 
soil can prod u ce. If a farm is well- 
tend ed , prosperou s and healthy , 
then the soil is probably good . It 
can nou rish the green shoots and 
animals, and the farmer’s chil­ 
d ren. Bu t if y ou see rickety chil­ 
d ren and straggling bu ild ing, prob­ 
ably the soil has been allowed to 
ru n d own, or was nev er rich in the 
first place. This land mu st be 
bu ilt u p. 
Men, 
and all 
God ’s 
creatu res, are forev er bou nd to 
the earth. We mu st protect and re­ 
store what we hav e; that mu ch is 
in ou r hand s. 


tion at the sou rce, whether that 
sou rce be local, state or fed eral 
gov ernment.

And some­ 
one mu st d ecid e the q u estion of 
what is v ital to ou r secu rity . To 
d elegate to the head of each ex e­ 
cu tiv e d epartment the power to 
make this d ecision is to inv ite a 
creeping censorship of a kind nev er 
before established in this cou ntry 
in time of peace or ev en in time 
of war. 
Who Will Censo r Censo rs- 
We as a people are d ed icated 
to the principle of self-gov ern 
- 1 
ment; that giv en the facts the pu b­ 
lic ju d gment is sou nd . This req u ir­ 
es that the wid est possible inform­ 
ation be av ailable tc all-consonant 
with the national safety . So as 
Arthu r Krock properly asked in 
the New York Times the other d ay : 
“Who is going to censor the 
censors?” 
Not the newspapers. For. ind eed , 
the problem is censorship at the 
sou rce. 
Not the gov ernment. Someone 
has pointed ou t that the weakness 
of all collectiv ism is abu se of power 
Not the citizens. They will be, 
ind eed , in the d ark. 
What then shou ld we d o to pre­ 
serv e ou r liberties and ou r national 
strength and at the same time 
gu ard against d isclosu res to the 
enemy ? 
The answer is not easy . Bu t in 
b ing for it let u s not lose sight 
of the power and force of free

Lacy Crochet For Your Table 
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By Leo na rd Ha ll 
We haven’t 
had 
much 
q uail 
shooting weather this season. Not, 
at least, according to my notion. 
Bird diunting weather should be 
crisp and clear. A good frost jn 
the early morning which lasts un­ 
til well after sun-up, then starts 
to burn away and leave the ground 
and foliage just moist enough to 
hold the scent well. There’s no 
reason to start 
early on such a 
morning, even though old Mike 
has an inkling of w hat’s ahead and 
is anxious to get going. The birds 
won’t move out to feed until the 
frost it off, and after it warms up 
they are apt to move well into 
the open to feed, instead of sticking 
tight to the 
edge of the 
cover. 
There’ll be enough cover shooting 
after the birds take off like a 
miniature bomb-shclls and head 
for the nearest cedar and post oak 
covered hill 
Along about 9 o'clock you slip 
a dozen shells into the pocket of 
the ragged hunting jacket; then : 
add three or four more, just in case 
you happen to do a lot of foolish i 
firing before you settle down. The 
dog whistle on its leather thong 
goes round 
your neck 
and is 
tucked into your shirt pocket. You 
tell Ginnie that this morning, un­ 
der no circumstances and no mat- j 
ter how hard she begs, is Chipper 
the cocker to be turned out. The. 
little rascal loves to hunt and 
sometimes I take her along, though , 
it isn’t fair to old Mike and costs 
me most of the possible shots. Cl ip | 
can scent birds, all right. And he 
isn’t too bad on singles, for she 
is generally so close to the gun that 
if she flushes a bird it is in range. 
But she simply cannot learn to j 
honor Mike’s points and unless 
your’re a lot faster than I am. she’ll 
beat you there every time. Given 
the necessary hours afield, there’s 
no doubt she could be trained; the 
only trouble is that my hunting 
hours are already 
too severely , 
limited. 
Having settled the m atter that 1 
this is going to be a serious hunt, 
with just old Mike as companion, 
you take the little 20 gauge from 
behind the kitchen door, slip 
out to 
the car and head down across 'he 
creek. The way the wind blows 
out of the southeast, this morning, 
a swing around the east side of 
the farm seems most likely to j 
prove productive. 
You drive down across the creek 
and leave the car by the oast 
barn. I,like strikes out across the 
pasture, which is now almost bare 
of cover, heading for the fence- 
row a q uater-mile away. You make 
no attem pt to slow him down, for 


i he isn’t going to m ake too long a 
j cast or flush his birds if he finds 
them. So you slip the shells in 
I the gun and follow after. The red 
dog disappears over a rise to the 
left and you swing in that direc­ 
tion. thinking of a certain cane 
1 patch between a small pond and a 
cedar thicket. It’s a likely spot, 
generally used at some time d ur­ 
ing the da\ by a good convey. And 
sure enough, when you top the hill 
and start down the far side, there 
is Mike frozen into a statue. Li ft 
forefoot lifted, tail and nose high, 
the old boy has 
them dead to 
rights. 
You walk up easily and as lie 
hears you his tail gives a single 
twitch, then freezes again. A cer­ 
tain tension builds up; and it’s 
the same, no m atter how many 
times during your long years of 
hunting this scene has been re ­ 
enacted You come in slowly, let­ 
ting off the safety as you pass the 
dog. Nothing happens. You scuff 
one foot into a bunch of sedge, 
Mike’s ears lift a fraction and the 
world erupts around you. Some­ 
time I’d like to have an industrial 
engineer check the num ber of de- 
cibles of sound which a convey 
makes as it takes wing. It can’t be 
much, yet to the bird hunter it 
always has the impact of a first- 
rate explosion. Out of this ex­ 
plosion hurtle perhaps 16 small 
feathered rockets, traveling at 40 
miles an hour in a half-dozen dif­ 
ferent directions. 
This is the moment when, if 
you’re a novice, you’ll throw your 
gun to your shoulder 
and fire 
wildly and then wonder, when the 
shooting is over, why the ground , 
isn’t covered with a half of a day’s 
limit of q uail. But somehow it nev­ 
er w orks that way. Even though 
your gun has a pattern 
which 
pretty adeq uately covers a 30-in 
circle at that m any yards, it is 
easy to shoot through any of : 
half-dozen holes of that siz 
the covey where no bird flies 
the other hand, as every youn: 
knows who learned his shooting 
with a single-barreled gun, you 
actually have one split-second in 
which to choose your own par­ 
ticular bird. You shut out all the 
others from sight for that split- 
second, instinctively estimate lead 
and swing, point your gun and fire. 
If you’ve made the necessary 
culations correctly, ole Miki 
out and retrieves your bin 
hand.

Other "specialty ” closets which y ffti 
ought to consider include a children’s 
closet (for toy s—located as close as 
possible to the y oungsters’ play area), 
a sports closet (near the outside en­ 
trance, with room for bathing suits, 
footballs, golf clubs, baseball bats and 
other athletic equipment), a gardening 
closet (preferably in the garage, with 
room for rakes, hoes, shpv eis and mis­ 
cellaneous gardening tools) 
and a 
"mud” closet. A "mud” closet is par­ 
ticularly v aluable during the inclement 
winter months; it’s the place where 
ov ershoes, rubbers, raincoats, snow- 
suits and umbrellas can be kept—so 
y ou won’t hav e the problem of family * 
members tracking rain and snow and 
mud all ov er the house before they 
remov e their outdoor clothes.

Damage Expected 
To Reach 
$23,000,000 Total 


CINCINNATI, Jan. 
31 —</P)— 
The swollen Ohio River pushed its 
w aning strength slowly southw est­ 
w ard today, w ith IO deaths record­ 
ed and heading tow ard an estim at­ 
ed $23,000,000 of property dam age 
against its latest outbreak. 
Col. Paschal N. Strong, chief of 
the Ohio River division, U. S. 
Engineers, 
m ade 
the 
tentative 
estim ate of dam age before going 
to W ashington to join President 
T rum an in an aerial trip over the 
flooded areas. They flew along the 
rivers course this afternoon. 
The rivers strength early this 
afternoon centered between P orts­ 
m outh and Cincinnati, 
approxi­ 
m ately IOO miles away. 
At Portsm outh, M aysville, Ky., 
New' Richmond, O., and Cincin­ 
nati, the river was above flood 
stage and rising. It was above 
flood stage betw een M arietta, O . 
and G reenup, Kv., but was falling. 
Cities below Portsm outh and as 
far as Cincinnati reported con­ 
ditions w ere more of a high w a­ 
ter type than a flood. The bottom 
land in that area was covered and 
m any fam ilies left their homes 
tem porarily. 
The river was betw een six and 
eight feet above flood level w here 
it still rem ained out of its banks 
early this afternoon. 
The crest here was expected to 
be reached early tomorrow’. 
Such a stage would inundate 
m any streets, homes and business 
houses in the “Bottom s” areas 
both in C incinnati and in K en­ 
tucky towns across the river. 
A hundred or m ore persons had 
been moved from their hom es last 
night and even though no serious

Profited In Battle of New Orleans 


By the State Historical Society of 
Missouri at Columbia, Floyd C. 
Shoemaker. Secretary 
The battle of New Orleans on 
January 8, 1815, gave Missouri its 
lirst millionaire. John Mullanphy, 
a prominent St. Louis merchant 
who fought in the battle, laid the 
foundations o.f his great fortune 
speculating in cotton at that time. 
The story is told that Mullanphy 
was in New Orleans buying cotton 
when General Jackson was prepar­ 
ing to fight the British. Jackson’s 
quarterm aster comandeered all the 
bales of cotton in the place to 
build 
breastworks, 
M ullanphy’s 
cotton among the rest. 
Mullanphy rushed excitedly to 
protest to the general. The old 
hero looked straight at Mullanphy 
and asked, “Is this cotton yours?” 
“Yes,” Mullanphy replied. 
“Then, by the Eternal, there is 
no one who is more interested in 
defending it,” said the general. He 
called 
to a 
sergeant, 
“Bring a 
musket, put it into this 
m an’s 
hands, march him into the ranks, 
and make him fight for his cotton.” 
And Mullanphy did so. 


After the 
battle, 
Mullanphy 
knew it would take great delay, 
great expense, and an act of Con­ 
gress to get the government to pay 
for his ruined cotton. He went to 
Jackson again and persuaded him 
to order an equal num ber of un ­ 
damaged bales to replace the loss.

Creeping Censorship Seen As A Barrier 
To Free Press In Fulfilling Its Duty 


W arn in g Is Issued by Robert McLean, President of the Associated Press, 
A gainst the Danger of Foreclosure of Information at Its Source— The 
Importance of Newspapers' W ork in a Democracy Is Emphasized. 


Following is a condensation of 
an address made in Philadelphia 
recently by Robert McLean, presi­ 
dent of the Associated Press and 
publisher of the Philadelphia Ev e­ 
ning Bulletin. 
Each newspaper, be it daily or 
weekly, be it large or small, as­ 
sumes the duty to inform the c |i - 
zens of its community of the events 
which affect their lives and to give 
them within practical l i m i t s a 
knowledge of day-to-day events 
on which they can base their judg­ 
ments of men and affairs. 
We as a people arc dedicated 
to the principle that given the 
facts we are capable of reaching 
right conclusions. On this basis we 
have developed 
our democratic 
forms of self-government and, in 
fact, on this we have staked our 
all. 


How vital, therefore, it is that 
both the public and the newspaper 
understand the unusual rcla'ion- 
ship in which they find themselves. 
For there exists here a very un­ 
usual opportunity, provided only 
each shall enjoy the confidence of 
the other. 
Hence a new spaper’s first func­ 
tion is to earn, if it can, the con­ 
fidence of its readers and its com­ 
munity. If it is to do so, it can 
serve no faction, no group, no 
special interest. It must learn to 
see the picture as a whole. 
Shares Human Failings. 
It may do this well or it may 
do it badly. We must remem ber 
that a newspaper is, after all, just 
a product produced by hum an be­ 
ings of varying abilities — some 
good, some less capable — never­ 
theless, just plain, ordinary hum an 
beings with normal failings and 
weaknesses. 
Their outlook is, however, pro­ 
fessional. They operate by pro­ 
fessional code of ethics. The duty 
of the newspaperman is to the 
reader; an obligation that tran ­ 
scends all other demands overrides, 
if need be, his personal sympathies 
and in its fullest flower makes of 
him a dedicated person. 
Perhaps this phase of the new s­ 
paperm an’s code has best been im­ 
pressed in a statement by a great 
English editor, C. P. Scott of the 
Manchester Guardian, who wrote: 
“Fundamentally, journalism (he 
used the British word) 
implies 
honesty, cleanness, courage, fair­ 
ness, and a sense of duty to the 
reader and the community. The 
new spaper’s primary office is the 
gathering of news. At the peril of 
its soul it must see that the supply 
is not tainted. Neither in what it 
gives, nor in what it does not give, 
nor in the mode of presentation, 
must the unclouded fact of Truth 
suffer wrong. Comment is free, but 
facts are sacred. Propaganda, so 
called, by this means is hateful. 
The voice of opponents, no less 
than that of friends, has a right to 
be heard. Comment is also justly 
subject to a self-imposed restraint. 
It is well to be frank; it is even 
better to be fait .’’ 
No Special Advantage. 
Some people have come to as­ 
sume that in carrying out these 
duties the newspaper enjoys some 
s pec i a 1 a d v a n ta g e. 
Newspapers and newspapermen, 
of course, enjoy no protection tin­ 
ier our Constitution not accorded 
to every citizen. They operate un- 
the same laws that apply to 
nil business, they observe the same 
regulations on labor, they pay the 
same taxes, they are subject t > 
the same laws of libel. And it is 
vital that all this should be so. 
W hat then is this thing we (all 
“freedom of the press” ? 
It is one of those simple lree- 
jom s guaranteed by our Constitu­ 
tion to every citizen in the land: 
“Congress shall make no law . . . 
ibridging the freedom of speech or 
of the nress.” It is the right of ev­ 
ery citizen to speak freely what is 
in his mand and m his conscience. 
And what lie may sneak he n.a.v 


As a m atter of fact, at the time 
of the adoption of our Bill of 
Rights newspapers as we know 
them today did not exist. “The 
press” meant publication in print­ 
ed form of any kind. Not infre­ 
quently this took the form of pam ­ 
phlets and hand bills. It is said 
ihat in England between 1640 and 
the Restoration more that 30,000 
political pamphlets and (so-called) 
newspapers 
were 
issued, 
2.000 
bound volumes of which are now 
in the British Museum. 
One of Many Freedoms. 
It is also important to bear in 
mind that this is but one of the 
liberties to which we have fallen 
heir in the long uphill battle of 
man against tyrant. 
Our Bill of Rights enumerates 
them all: The right of peaceable 
assembly, the right to petition for 
a redress of grievances, the invoil- 
abilitv of the home, protection 
against seizure of person or prop­ 
erty without just cause, or of being 
held without trial. It guarantees 
the right to worship as each saw 
fit and it guarantees freedom of 
speech and of the press. 
But none of these freedoms has 
full meaning without the others. 
All are inextricably 
into the pattern of our daily lives. 
If one falls, all fall. They are all 
part of the domestic process w ith­ 
out which all 
freedoms cannot 
long survive. Without those free­ 
doms democracy itself cannot lo>#g 
endure. 


more and less censorship—as be­ 
tween more and less government 
—the greater danger lies in more 
censorship 
than 
any 
particular 
situation may warrant. Just as the 
danger to our liberties lies in more 
and more government until in the 
last analysis we let government do 
all things for us and we have the 
collectivist state. 


We are the beneficiaries of free­ 
doms and liberties and individual 
opportunities such as never before 
in all history has whole people or 
a whole nation enjoyed. Let us 
preserve our gains by wise and 
judicious action and decision d u r­ 
ing the long period ahead during 
which the present stresses and 
strains will continue.

It is not surprising, therefore, 
that newspapermen view with con­ 
cern the growing tendency in this 
country for foreclosure of informa­ 
tion at the source, whether that 
source be local, state or federal 
government. So deeply does this 
concern run that the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors has 
established a standing committee 
to analyze and assist in opposing 
the tendency. 
It is this committee that was 
asked last July to study the re ­ 
cently issued executive order on 
security. Its advices have not so far 
been heeded. 
Where the national security is 
involved, there can be no question 
in any citizen’s mind. And some­ 
one must decide the question of 
w hat is vital to our security. To 
delegate to the head of each exe­ 
cutive departm ent the power to 
m ake this decision is to invite a 
creeping censorship of a kind never 
before established in this country 
in time of peace or even in time 
of war. 
Who Mill Censor Censors- 
We as a people are dedicated 
to the principle of self-govern­ 
ment; that given the facts the pub­ 
lic judgm ent is sound. This requir­ 
es that the widest possible inform ­ 
ation be available to all-consonant 
with the national safety. So as 
A rthur Krock properly asked in 
the New York Times the other day: 
“Who is going to censor the 
censors?” 
Not the newspapers. For, indeed, 
the problem is censorship at the 
source. 
Not the government. Someone 
has pointed out that the weakness 
of all collectivism is abuse of power 
Not the citizens. They will be, 
indeed, in the dark 
W hat then should we do to pre­ 
serve our liberties and our national 
strength and at the same time 
guard against disclosures to the 
enemy? 
The answer is not easy. But m 
•• -hing for it let us not lose sight 
ui the power and force of tree

plants reflect the forces of nature 
that allow them to do best in cer­ 
tain locations only. This fact has 
caused a whole science to be built 
up around it—the study of why 
plants and animals are where they 
are. It is called ecology. 
The basic reason in most cases 
is climate. 
Climate 
shapes the 
lives of all creatures and plants, 
as well as the existence of minerals 
in usable form. Another factor, an 
offshoot of climate, is the type of 
soil on which they live. Plants and 
animals reflect the soil, and only 
such plants and animals can sur­ 
vive in a place as that soil can 
nourish. Any farmer can tell you 
that it is useless to try to grow 
alfalfa on sour, rundown soil, but 
! it grows well on sweet, fertile soil. 
* Sweetness in soil is a pretty good 
I sign of fertility, just as acid gen­ 
erally warns us of slipping food 
stores. 
The story of soil goes back into 
time so remote that we 
cannot 
comprehend its vastness. But the 
story of soil is also the story of 
life; a handful of earth is alive, 
not dead. 
i 
Pick up a handful and squeeze 
it. There, in your palm, is teem ­ 
ing life: worms and bacteria in 
countless number. There are min­ 
ute plants and animals, algae and 
protozoans, and there are minerals, 
bound by tiny electrical charges 
to fine pieces of rock we call clay. 
The forces that made soil are 
wind and water, heat and cold, ice 
and life itself. Wind and water 
wear and carry soil particles great 
distances. Ice, ay glaciers, rubbed 
and scraped at soil and mixed it. 
Heat and cold expanded and con­ 
tracted rock until it fell to pieces. 
And life, in the form of lichens 
and mosses, sent tiny rootlets into 
J the rock face and wore down its 
! surfaces. 


Soils are classed as “residual” 
i and “transported.” Residual soils 
I formed in place from rocks on the 
' site. They are the product of the 
I centuries, as the rock slowly dis­ 
integrated and became soil. Most 
of southern Missouri is of this 
type. The other kind, transported 
soil, was carried by wind or w a­ 
ter or glacier, mixed and churned 
until it finally lay w here it does 
today. The process still goes on. 
It is estimated that the wind lays 
one inch of soil on the continent of 
Europe every thousand years. Mis­ 
souri and Iowa are still receiving 
silt-laden winds from the west to 
enrich their soils. Our rivers carry 
away a farm here and build a 
delta there. 
The “in place” soils tend to be 
less fertile than transported ones. 
There is no hard and fast rule a- 
bout this, for if the soil weathers 
from rich rocks, it will be as fer­ 
tile as the other kind. Transported 
soils merely have a better chance 
of being mixed with elements from 
many places. 
Look at your map. Straggling a- 
cross our state is the Missouri 
river, roughly marking the boun­ 
daries of the glacier front that 
swept southward out of Canada 
thousands of years ago. Mixing and 
grinding, it brought soil from the 
north and. when it retreated for 
the last time, it left a fertile plain. 
Then other things stepped in. Wind 
and weather had their way and, m 
the course of time, an extenuation 
of the great bluesem-grass prairie 
of Iowa lay over much of north 
Missouri. 
South Missouri was at one time 
a great uplift in the earth ’s crust. 
Over the years, higher rainfall than 
existed in the 
north cut great 


gashes in the uplift, forming the 
“hollers” and hills of the Ozarks. 
It produced a thin soil, after much 
had been eroded by the years, less 
rich than in the north, and it pro­ 
duced a 
special life: 
the oak- 
hickory forest, and the 
animals 
that were associated with it. 
Man, coming on the scene, bc- 
! gan to ply his tools and have his 
1 way with the earth. Today the 
I soil is reflected by the type of 
j agriculture and the wealth of men 
I dwelling on it. 


Look at the farms and plant life 
next time you go for a drive. Men, 
as well as plants, show what the 
soil can produce. If a farm is well- 
tended, prosperous and healthy, 
then the soil is probably good. It 
can nourish the green shoots and 
animals, and the farm er’s chil­ 
dren. But if you see rickety chil­ 
dren and straggling building, prob­ 
ably the soil has been allowed to 
run down, or was never rich in the 
first 
place. This land must be 
built up. 
Men, 
and all 
God’s 
creatures, are forever bound to 
the earth. We must protect and re ­ 
store what we have; that much is 
in our hands.

Creeping Censorship Seen As A Barrier 
To Free Press In Fulfilling Its Duty 


W arning Is Issued by Robert McLean, President of the Associated Press, 
Against the Danger of Foreclosure of Information at Its Source— The 
Importance of Newspapers' Work in a Democracy Is Emphasized. 


Following is a condensation of 
an address made in Philadelphia 
recently by Robert McLean, presi­ 
dent of the Associated Press and 
publisher of the Philadelphia Eve­ 
ning Bulletin. 
Each newspaper, be it daily or 
weekly, bo it large or small, as­ 
sumes tho duty to inform the c |i - 
zons of its community of the events 
which affect their lives and to give 
them within practical l i m i t s a 
knowledge of day-to-day events 
on which they can base their judg­ 
ments of men and affairs. 
We as a people arc dedicated 
to the principle that given the 
facts we are capable of reaching 
right conclusions. On this basis we 
have developed our democratic 
forms of self-government and, in 
fact, on this we have staked our 
all. 


How vital, therefore, it is that 
both the public and the newspaper 
understand the unusual rcla'ion- 
ship in which they find themselves. 
For there exists here a very un­ 
usual opportunity, provided only 
each shall enjoy the confidence of 
the other. 
Hence a newspaper’s first func­ 
tion is to earn, if it can, the con­ 
fidence of its readers and its com­ 
munity. If it is to do so, it can 
serve no faction, no group, no 
special interest. It must learn to 
see the picture us a whole. 
Shares Human Failings. 
It may do this well or it may 
do it badly. We must remember 
that a newspaper is, after all, just 
a product produced by hum an be­ 
ings of varying abilities — some 
good, some less capable — never­ 
theless, just plain, ordinary human 
beings with normal failings and 
weaknesses. 
Their outlook is, however, pro­ 
fessional. They operate by pro­ 
fessional code of ethics. The duty 
of the newspaperman is to the 
reader; an obligation that tran ­ 
scends all other demands overrides, 
if need be. his personal sympathies 
and in its fullest flower m akes of 
him a dedicated person. 
Perhaps this phase of the news­ 
paperm an’s code has best been im­ 
pressed in a statement by a great 
English editor, C. P. Scott of the 
Manchester Guardian, who wrote: 
“Fundamentally, journalism (he 
used the British word) 
implies 
honesty, cleanness, courage, fair­ 
ness, and a sense of duty to the 
reader and the community. The 
newspaper’s primary office is the 
gathering of news. At the peril of 
its soul it must see that the supply 
is not tainted. Neither in w hat it 
gives, nor in what it does not give, 
nor in the mode of presentation, 
must the unclouded fact of Truth 
suffer wrong. Comment is free, but 
facts are sacred. Propaganda, so 
called, by this means is hateful. 
The voice of opponents, no less 
than that of friends, has a right to 
be heard. Comment is also justly 
subject to a self-imposed restraint. 
It is well to be frank; it is even 
better to be fair.” 
No Special Advantage. 
Some people have come to as­ 
sume that in carrying out these 
duties the newspaper enjoys some 
special advantage. 
Newspapers and newspapermen, 
of course, enjoy no protection un­ 
der our Constitution not accorded 
to every citizen. They operate un- 
d«r the same laws that apply to 
all business, they observe the same 
regulations on labor, they pay the 
same taxes, they are subject to 
the same laws of libel. And it is 
vital that all this should be so. 
W hat then is this thing we call 
“freedom of the press” ? 
It is one of those simple lroe- 
iom s guaranteed by our Constitu­ 
tion to every citizen in the land: 
“Congress shall make no law . . . 
abridging the freedom of speech or 
Of the Dress.” It is the right of ev­ 
ery citizen to speak freely w hat is 
in his mand and in his conscience. 
And what he may speak he may 


As a m atter of fact, at the time 
of the adoption of our Bill of 
Rights newspapers as we know 
them today did not exist. “The 
press” meant publication in print­ 
ed form of any kind. Not infre­ 
quently this took the form of pam ­ 
phlets and hand bills. It is said 
that in England between 1640 and

Have several good-sized 
screw hooks in the ceiling of the 
closet and along the back wall for 
long-handled mops and brooms, and 
small screw' hooks on the inside of the 
door for brushes and cleaning cloths. 
Naturally, your vacuum cleaner and 
its attachments will be the No. I item 
in a cleaning closet. 
Other "specialty” closets which jr. Ai 
ought to consider include a children's 
closet (for toys—located as close as 
possible to the youngsters’ play area), 
a sports closet (near the outside en­ 
trance, with room for bathing suits, 
footballs, golf clubs, baseball bats and 
other athletic equipment), a gardening 
closet (preferably in the garage, with 
room for rakes, hoes, shpveis and mis­ 
cellaneous gardening tools) and a 
"mud” closet. A "mud” closet is par­ 
ticularly valuable during the inclement 
winter months; it’s the place where 
overshoes, rubbers, raincoats, snow­ 
suits and umbrellas can be kept—so 
you won’t have the problem of family* 
members tracking rain and snow and 
mud all over the house before tile/ 
remove their outdoor clothes.
